Grant and Burns in That 
Big Slow Race. 


Candelaria Dan Resorts to Foul 
Means to Get Ahead, 


Downfall of Simpson a Sample of 
His Low Operations. 


Boss’s Touts Plying Members of 
the Legislature With Liquors. 
Wolfe's Suspicious Bill—Gov. 
Gage on Appropriations, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Burns and Grant are now 
running neck and neck in the Senatorial 
race, and Burns is straining every nerve 
to get ahead. In his fierce endeavors 
to burglarize the deadlock, he is re- 
sorting to the most desperate means, 
as shown by the methods employed 
to secure the downfall of Simpson. 

For some days his touts have been 
hanging close to certain members, ply- 
ing them with liquor when they would 
drink outside of the Capitol. One As- 
semblyman who went to San Francisco 
Saturday returned today with one of 
these men, who had been following him 
around, and both of them were in » 
condition that would seem to make it 
an easy matter to pull the legislator 
over to Burns. 

The money that had been expended in 
getting the member into this condition 
of plenitude had, However, been 
wasted, for the! latter’s sense of duty 
was strong enough to make him vote 
as heretofore for Grant. That this 
practice actually obtains is a matter 
of common knowledge and should damn 
Burns and his cause if nothing else will. 
‘Weepite the expectations of Dan's ban- 
ditti, there were no chanres todav. 
Cosper said last night that he did nc 
intend to change his vote if he knew 
himself, and the efforts made upon 
other anti-Burns men failed to come to 
a head. 

WOLFE’S BILL SUSPICIOUS. 

There is a well+grounded opinion 
that Wolfe’s dill affecting the. Bank 
Commission is one of a series of bills 
intrcduced by the Burns men to over- 
turn the present commissions and legis- 
late out of office the commissioners 
appointed by Budd, whether Repub- 
licans or Democrats, in order ¢*o afford 
patronage with which to secure votes 
for the colonel for Senator. It is said 
that included in the plan of attack is 
the Harbor Commission of San Fran- 
cisco, with its large number of em- 
ployés. The seven Grant votes and the 
fourteen Democrats of the Senate are a 
majority of that body, and can be 
counted upon to defeat any such plot 
if it is shown to exist. 

The elief grows that Burns will 
find difficuty that he did not antici- 
pate in controlling all the State patron- 
age, and it is even whispered that 
friction between the Governor and the 
would-be Senator exists, growing out 
of Candelaria Dan’s high-handed meth- 
ods. The Governor is beginning to caste 
the sweets of power, and as he is in. 
office, while Dan has not yet succeeded, 
it is not likely that he will let the reins 
pass out of his own hands. 

Works’s anti-cartoon bill was up in 
the Senate this afternoon on motion by 
Senator Curtin to amend it so as to al- 
low the portraits of public officials to 
be printed without first obtaining «heir 
censent. Simpson and Morehouse at- 
tacked the press, the former making 
his speech virtually a question of 
privilege in regard to criticisms be- 
cause of his change of vote to Burns, 
and referring to the Call, Chronicle ahd 
Los Angeles Times as “vile sheets.’’ His 
speech was comparatively mild, for 
he did not seem to be loaded for the 
occasion. 
BULLA CANNOT SEE IT. 
The Bee prints interviews with Bulla 
regarding his candidacy, and with Gov. 
Gage in regard to appropriations. Bulla 


‘says, and it is only what has been ex- 


pected of him: “I have no thought of 
withdrawing. I certainly shall not do 
so unless it is demonstrated to me that 
my withdrawal would serve to bring 
about the election of a Senator. I 
cannot see how my retirement at this 
time would help matters at all. If at 
any time it can be shown that my with- 
drawal will elect a United States Sena- 
tor acceptable to the people I will step 
out of the race; but up to the present I 
have seen no time when this would 
have done any good, and it would have 
broken my power to end the deadlock.” 
Bulla’s failure to understand the sit- 
uation is, of course, easily understood, 

APPROPRIATIONS OPPOSED. 
Gov. Gage announces his opposition 
to immediately available appropria- 
tions. 

“IT am opposed to such bills,”’ declared 
the Governor, “‘because I do not helieve 
in running the State on credit. I do 
not believe we should spend money un- 


| til we have it to spend, and shall veto 


all such bills unless it is clear that the 
interests of the State demand that 


money should be at once. available.” 


“Suppose the bills were to pay the 
debt contracted by the State,” was 
asked. *“You are referring to these 
newspaper bills, which are claimed to 
have been authorized,’ the Governor 
remarked. “I will surely veto these if 
they are made immediately available. 
They were a legacy to me from Budd's 
administration, and should have. been 
acted on by his board of examiners. 
Instead they were left to my board of 
examiners. I shall not allow these 
bills to be paid at a time when funds 
are low. They must wait until the 
State has money, and if they are made 
immediately available I shall veto 
them.” 

This is the last day for introduction 
of bills, and the consent of two-thirds 
of the members of each house must 
now be obtained for the introduction of 
new measures. 

Councilman Toll and Tommy Savage 
are among the new arrivals from Los 
Angeles. D. W. Field arrived the 
other day, and Hubbard went back to 
look after Currier. Charles Hardy of 
San Diego, one of the Grant leaders, 
has returned here. Ex-Assemblyman 
Guy of San Diego arrived tonight and 
called at Grant headquarters. 

Thomas R. Bard of Ventura has been 
sent for by Senator Rowell, and is ex- 
pected to arrive tomorrow. This has 
led to rumors, spread by the Bulla- 
ites, of further defections in 
the Grant camp, and in v:ew of Bulla’s 
declaration that he will not withdraw 
it is supposed that he expects to prot 
by Bard’s drawing from Grant. 

The Grant men receive the news with 
equanimity, for they do not be'ieve 
that there is a combination that can 
make headway against them unless it 
is engineered by Burns, and Bard’s rec- 
ord, no matter what Bulla’s may be, 
seems to militate against this, in fact, 
there is a probability that the com- 
bine may really be the other way, 
namely, between Bard and Grant. Plans 
for a caucus are being discussed, and 
there are some movements looking to 
that end. 

UNFAVORABLE REPORT. d 

The Assembly Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation will report un- 
favorably on Miller’s bill to create a 
Beard of Harbor Commissioners for 
San Pedro, which )ill was brought here 
by John T. Gaffey.

CAMINETTI’S RESOLUTION, 


Only Feature of Senatorial Ballot. 
Legislative Routine. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 20.—The ballot 
for United States Senator had its sen- 
sational features this noon. After the 
ballot had been taken, Caminet.i 
(Dem.) introduced the following resclu- 
tion regarding the election of the 
United States Senator by the people: 

“Whereas, the present method of 
electing Senators of the United States 
hes been.’and is productive of resulis 
inimical to the general welfare, and 
threatening the usefulness cf a body 


representing the sovereignty of the 
several States of the Union; and, 
whereas, the various States have re- 


peatedly applied to Congress for the 
submission to the people thereo’, in 
the manner prescr.bed by the Cousti- 
tution of the, United States, of an 
amendment to such Constitution, pro- 
viding that Senators of tne United 
States shall be elected by popular vote; 
and, whereas, the House o: Representa- 
tives of the United States has at dif- 
ferent times answered the popular de- 
mand for the passage of the necessary 
legislation; and, whereas, the fenate 
of the United States has often failed 
to cohcur therein; and, whereas, the 
people of the State of California have 
at an election by direct vote on the 
question, declared almost unaimously 
in favor of the election of such f£ena- 
tors by the people; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by this joint convention, 
that a committee of three members of 
the Senate and three members of the 
Assembly be and is hereby appointed 
to prepare a memorial addre:sed to the 
legislatures of the several States re- 
questing application by each thereof, 
in the manner prescribed by Article 5 
of the Constitution of the United States 
petitioning Congress to call a conven- 
tion for proposing amendments to the 
national Constitution on this and such 
other subjects as the public we'fare 
may demand; and be it further 

“Resdlved, that such committees be 
instructed to provide in its report a 
method for the transmission of such 
memorial to the legislatures of the sev- 
eral States; and be it further 

“Resolved, that such committee shal] 
submit such memorial to this conven- 
tion, and to the Senate and Assembly 
of the State of California, within five 
after its appointment.” 

The reading of the resolution chused 
more or less commotion. . Dibble made 
the point of order that the joint meet- 
ing is authorized for but one purpose, 
that of balloting for a United States 
Senator, and that nothing else can b2 
considered by it. The chair ruled the 
point of order well taken. The regolu- 
tion will be introduced in the Senate 
— Assembly as a concurrent resolu- 
tion. 

The vote for Senator, the fifty-sev- 
enth ballot taken this session, shows no 
change in the Senatorial deadlock. The 
vote was as follows: 

Barnes 9, Estee 1, Bulla 8, Burns 25, 
Felton 1, Grant 25, Scott 1, Bard 3, 
White (Dem.) 23, DeVries '(Dem.) 1, 
Rosenfeld (Dem.) 2, Phelan (Dem.) 3.

SPOILED 


Miles Court of Inquiry 
Makes a Start. 


Major-General Commanding Was 
the First Witness, 


Published Interviews Were not 
Specifically Denied. 


Use of “Pretense of Experiment” 
Was Unfortunate and Miscon- 
etrued—Dr. Daly to Co on the 
Stand Today. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NICHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The Miles 
court of inquiry today made a good 
start in its work. The court was com- 
fortably quartered in the old meeting 
room of the War Investigation Com- 
mittee in the Lemon building, with ac- 
commodations for representatives of 
the press associations and the local pa- 
pers. 

Calle of ceremony on the President 
and the general commanding the army 
occupied a large part of the forenoon 
and immediately thereafter Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles appeared as the first wit- 
ness. He and three other army offi- 
cers summoned as witnesses were ex- 
amined and disposed of before the 
court closed its session. at 3 o'clock. 
Gen. Miles’s testimony,.of course, 4vas 
the feature of the day's proceedings. 

Col. Frank Micheler, his chief of staff, 
and a gentleman in citizen's clothes, 
who took a seat by the fireplace and 
gravely watched the course of the pro- 
ceedings, retiring with the general as 
sitently as he had come, accompanied 
the general to the court. 


.Gen. Miles appeared in fatigue uni- 
form, rather striking in its contrast 
with the display of scarfs, bullion and 
buttons on the full-dress uniforms of 
the court. He submitted to the ques- 
tioning of Col. Davis, recorder of the 
court, with equanimity, except for a 
flash of mingled indignation an@d irony 
when he informed the recorded taat he 
was not compelled to “report’’ to the 
of the army. This 
was in reply to a question as to 
whether or not he had reported to the 
commissary department the fact that 
complaints had been made to him as to 
the quality of the meat being issued to 
the troops. An instant later Gen. 
Miles resumed his cool and carefully 
considered replies to the inquiries of 
the court. 

As indicated by a letter of the adju- 
tant-general, read by the recorder of 
the court, the scope of the inquiry was 
limited to the allegations of Gen. Miles 
before the War Investigating Commis- 
sion as to the quality of the army beef, 
“and the matter pertaining to have 
been furnished to the public press by 
the same official.” 

Only two interviews were called up 
by the court, the first an interview 
with a New York Journal representa- 
tive early in the beef controversy, in 
which Gen. Mi.es was quoted as charg- 
ing that certain chemicals were usel 
in the preservation of the army meat, 
and unother of the New York Herald. 
under date of February 1, covering 
about the egrcund. 

Gen. Miles was very slow and careful 
in his replies to the recorder’s ques- 
tions on this point. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that in both instances 
he was credited in the interviews with 
refusing to answer certain questions. 
and insisted that these refusals should 
be given due weight in considering 
the questions to which he did not re- 
ply. He said, in the case of the in- 
terview of February 1, that he had a 
letter from the man who wrote the 
story offering to swear that Gen. Miles 
had refused to be interviewed, and 
that the whole story was made up in 
the office from the writer's general 
knowledge of the facts. Notwithstand- 
ing this, when his final answer was 
asked as to the authenticity of the in- 
terview, Gen.-Mifes did not specifically 
deny it, but merely said that it did not 
quite’ fairly represent his own opinion 
in the case. The same qualified denial 
as to the Journal interview of Decem- 
ber 23 was made, leaving the witness 
on record as not assuming any re- 
sponsibility for the newspaper state- 
ments, but tacitly admitting that ther» 
was a good deal in them with which 

e eed. 
trond of questions put to the 
other witnesses of the day indicated 


that so long as they agreed with Gen. 


Miles as to the quality of meat fur- 
nished the troops in the field, the only 
criticism of their position the court 
had to make was why they had not 
taken some official steps to have ths 
matter remedied at the time. In every 
instance the reply was that the circum- 
stances in which the army was placed 
in a sickly foreign country, with a large 
amount of fighting and a great scarcity 
of transportation on hand, precluded 
the possibility of any such action. In 
each instance the question was pushed 
no further on this line. 

It was said after the court adjourned 
that Dr. Daly, whose original “‘em- 
balmed beef’’ report was the genesis 
of the meat controversy, probably 
would appear at tomorrow's session. 

COURT'S PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPOUT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The court 
of inquiry to examine into the meat 
controversy, assembled in the Lem- 
mon building shortly after 10 o'clock 
this morning preparatory to its first 
formal session. Brig.-Gen. George W. 
Davis. and Col. George L. Gillespie, 
members of the court, and Col. George 
B. Davis, recorder and judge-advocate, 
were first to arrive. 

Mai.-Gen. James F. Wade, president 
of the court. came later, and at 10:35 
the court. in full dress uniform, pro- 
ceeded to the White House, where it 
paid its respects to the President and 
then to the War Department, where 
it called upon Secretary Alger and 
Maj.-Gen. Miles. Meantime members 
of the press who were accorded places 
in the courtroom had assembled and on 
the outside were many other corre- 
spondents and a number of art'sts spe- 
cially detailed to attend the inquiry. 

During the morning several army of- 
ficers who are in the city as witnesses 
reported to Col. Davis, the recorder, but 
remained only a few moments at the 
rooms of the court. 

Gen. Miles, today, in his testimony, 
said his use of the phrase ‘‘pretense of 
experiment” in speaking of army beef 
was unfortunate. He disclaimed in- 
tending any inference of fraud and said 
he should have said the refrigerated 
beef issue was “on the theory of an 
experiment,”’ and “a very costly one.” 

The court returned at 12:05 o'clock 
from its. visits of courtesy, and after 
two photographers made pictures of 
the court. Col. Davis announced readi- 
ness to proceed and read the orders 
convening the court and its instruc- 


tions. Following the reading of the 
order,. Which has been published .al- 
ready, Col. Davis read a letter from 
Adit.-Gen. Corbin, in response to a 


letter from Gen. Wade, president of 
the court, explaining more specifically 
the lines along which the court was 
expected to investigate. 

GHN. MILES TESTIFIES. 

The court was then sworn and Maj.- 
Gen. Miles was presented as the first 
witness. He appeared in fatigue uni- 
form, and was sworn. After stating 
his rank and office, he was asked about 
his statement before the war commis- 
sion. He said he made one, and on Col. 
Davis submitting a printed report of 
chat statement, Gen. Miles examined 
and approved it. Then he was asked 
about an alleged interview, which ap- 
peared in the New York Journal. of 
December 23. whether it represented 
completely or in part what he said. 
Gen. Miles read it. Then he said: 

“I do not recall anything in that in- 
terview that had not been given in 
my testimony, or transmitted in my re- 
ports. You will observe it contains a 
number of my declinations to name of- 
ficers or my authorities and refusals 
to answer. It mmst, therefore, be in- 
correct in its representation.” 

He then commented upon the slight 
inaccuracy of newspaper interviews 
owing to the dependency of writers 
upon their memories. Hardly a day in 
six months had passed that an inter- 
viewer had not applied and because of 
the kindness of the press to the army, 
and especially the enlisted men, he had 
endeavored to give them such infor- 
mation as he thought wise and safe, 
but never, he said, with a view to 
prejudicing any one against any person 
or department. 

Finally Gen. Miles said that he did 
not think the Journal interview re »- 
resented correctly what he had said, 
because its contents should be taken 
in connection with all that was said, 
silence upon some points, speeches on 
others.

WASHINGON, Feb. 20.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Definitely positive Informa- 
tion is at hand tonight, showing that 
the President insists upon having the 
Hull Army Reorganization B!ll passed, 
or he will call an extra session. 

The President himself seems to be- 
lieve that the Hull Bill can be put 
through at the present session, wherein 
he differs from the administration Sen- 
ators, who declere that it cannot b: 
put through. 

Senator Jones (Dem.) of Arkansas 
is not so sure but that the bill can be 
passed, although he opposes it bitterly 
himself. Early this forenoon Senator 
Jones was told that Representative 
Hull, author of the Hull Bill, had just 
declared that the Senate must pass the 
Hull Bill or none. 

“Then it will be none,” 
firmly. 

Later today, after Jones had talked 
with large number of his Demo- 
cratic colleagues, he said: ‘I guess that 
I'll modify my first statement about 
that Hull bill. I am not so sure about 
how many votes it can command, if it 
ever reaches a vote. Several Demo- 
cratic Seuators are willing to vote for 
it rather than have an extra session. 
Still, I will say there is a good, strong 
minority against it, and I think it can 
be beaten.” 

President McKinley has recently had 
a little tilt with some of the adminis- 
tration Senators. When the President 
Was in Boston these Senators made a 
sort of deal with the Democrats where- 
by a compromise army bill was to be 
allowed to pass the Senate. 

When the President returned there 
Senators told him what had been done, 
and he declared that he would have 
no such bargain. He told them that 
the Hull Bill, or one like it, must pass, 

“The time for settling this army re- 
organization matter,” said the Presi- 
dnt, “is now, and [I intend to have it 
settled now.” 

Republican Senators held up their 
hands in horror, and told the President 
that it could not be done, whereupon 
he told them that it must be done, 
and gave them distinctly to under- 
stand that if it was not done at this 
session, they would be kept here till 
the thing was accomplished, by an ex- 
tra session. 

Some Senators who want to go home, 
or take summer trips to Europe, are 
grumbling, but they will have to swal- 
low the dose, for the President is de- 
termined to get this thnig on a perma- 
nent basis and stop the squabbling.

MUCH AHEAD AND NOTHING DONE, 


Precious Time Lost ‘in Filibustering, 
Congressional Outlook. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—[Exclusive, 
‘Dispatch.] When Congress met at noon 
but eleven working days of this ses- 
sion were left, yet when it adjourned 
tonight not a single advance’ step 
had been taken toward the passage of 
the Hull Army Bill nor had there 
been any positive action in the direc- 
tion of a compromise in army reor- 
ganization, 

In the ten working days, counting 
out Washington's birthday, now re- 
maining, seven appropriation bills 
must be passed. Four of these bills 
still are in the House, and they are 
among the most important, for they 
make appropriations for the ‘arniy, 
navy. fortifications and general de- 
ficiencies. 

The Postoffice Appropriation Bill is 
pending in the Senate, and the Sun- 
dry Civil and River and Harbor bills 
are yet to be taken up by that body.

ernoon was wasted in the Senate by 
the filibustering of Senators Bates and 
Pettigrew, who were trying to get 
unanimous consent to attach to the 
Postoffice Appropriations Bill a com- 
paratively immaterial amendment.

HAVANA TOBACCO NEXT. 


American and English Capitalists 
Striving for Lands, 
[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The Herald 
says that a fortnight will probably de- 
termine Whether the controlling power 
for supplying the demand for Havana 
tobacco is to rest in American hands 
or in those of European capitalists. 
Several rumors have reached New York 
from time to time of a syndicate which 
was forming to buy up the tobacco 
lands in Cuba. These have had to do 
principally with a combination in which 
American capitalists were concerned. 
It was reported a day or two ago in 
Havana newspapers that aie second 
American syndicate was in process of 
formation and it was learned that prior 
to the appearance of the American op- 
erators, a foreign syndicate had secured 
an option on a number of factories with 
tobacco-bearing lands. 

The present indications are that it 
will noaw resolve itself into a race be- 
tween the two syndicates as to which 
will secure the valuable property nec- 
essary to make the operations of a syn- 
dicate successful. From what was 
learned the Americans are now in a 
position to get all they want, the only 
further thing necessary being a speedy 
culmination of their plans and a pusi- 
tive forming of the syndicate.

ENGLAND’S FINANCES. 


HARDENING MONEY RATES CAUSE 
A DRAIN ON CREDITS. 


Speculation Will Cause a Demand 
for Funds—Borrowings Heavy to 
Mect Next Settlement Day—Atten- 
tion ts Centered on Mine Shares. 
Spain’s Habiis. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Feb. '20.—The Times 
London financial correspondent cabl:s: 
“Our money market is not quite 
happy. Rates are not high whether 
for loans or discounts, but they are 
hardening, and revenue collection, at 


last, is beginning to tell upon supplies 
and banking credit. 

“That, however, is nothing more 
than usual, and is nothing to b2 dis- 
turbed about. What rather startled us 
Was the extent stock exchange deal- 
ings disclosed, first, by last week's 
borrowings at the bank, still more em- 
phatically by the bankers’ clearing- 
house daily returns published Thurs- 
day of each week. , 

“These latter show the Stock Ev- 
change pay day overturn of the money 
exceeded the corresponding day last 
year by £26,000,000 and aggregated 
£82,210,000, the highest one day's to- 


tal ever known. A _ continuance: of 
speculation on the scale these figures 
imply would mean for each eett'e- 
ment from now until April increased 
demands on the bank of England be- 
cause the open market is growing 
poorer and such a general scramble 
for pecuniary assistance would ensue 
a. cause more than one bad up- 
set. 

“For this reason alone, markets 
would have been more disposed to in- 
spire caution all this week. Borrow- 
ings at the bank were so unpleagantly 
heavy on the tenth that dread haunts 
us lest it should be worse still on the 
24th, which is the next pay day. 

“Speculation, however, has been 
further checked and prices set back 
by the liquidation of some unwieldy 
accounts of open operators inside the 
market. This has been successfully 
accomplished with wonderfully littl> 
disturbance anywhere and good in- 
— business is still quietly going 
on, 
“I find no change in the temrer of 
the public, which remains sluggish. At- 
tention is all being directed to mines 
more than bourse securities, but this 
is not to be wondered at, since busi- 
ness has been so restricted with you. 
But the desire to sell American railroad 
shares has become much less _pro- 
nounced, and an untoward event of 
politics, or a sudden wrench of money 
rates, can alone stifle the growing dis- 
position to buy. 

“About politics, I cannot speak 
further than to say the ticklish posi- 
tion of France has not yet affected 
men’s hopefulness either in London or 
Paris, if we may judge by the way 
price are kept up not only fcr all 
classes of mine shares but for s2cur.ties 
like Spanish fours, which have risen 
to 55, on what grounds no mortal can 
fay, except that those most interested 
in them must sustain the market.

CHAIR FACTORY DESTROYED. 


Lom Half a Million—Six Hundred 
Men Out of Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
PORT WASHINGTON (Wis.,) Feb. 
20.—Last night's fire, which totally de- 
stroyed the plant of the Wisconsin 
Chair Company, covering two blocks, 
and laid waste three additional squares, 
was finally brought under control yes- 
therday morning. The loss to the chair 
company will be about $300,000, fully in- 
sured. The loss to the property ad- 
joining will amourst to about $50,000, 
partly covered by insurance. The 
smaller losses were sustained by about 
thirty or forty individuals. The chair 
company gave employment to about six 
hundred men. The fire started in the 
veneering department and spread rap- 
idly. The lumber yards and warehouses 
adjoining were well stocked and fur- 
nished good food for the flames. About 


; thirty families were made homeless by 


the fire. The territory burned in- 
cludes Franklin street to the lake, a 
distance of two blocks, and from Pierce 
to Wisconsin, three blocks. The block 
bounded by Washington and Pierce 
from Franklin to the lake was badly 
scorched. The losses include Dartin 
and Western Plow Works; $10,000. En- 
gineer Cuskie, reported missing, 
turned up safe and sound. 

The latest estimates on the losses of 
last night's conflagration bring the fig- 
ures up to $500,000. Of this’ amount 
$350,000 is on the property of the chair 
company, the rest falling on the busi- 
ness and residenct section of the burned 
district. 

Michael J. Hackett, foreman of En- 
gine Company No. 4, Milwaukee, was 
probably fatally injured by falling 
bricks. Capt. J. Linehan of the same 
company was also injured.

RUSH OF PEOPLE UP TO ALASKA 
CANNOT BE JUSTIFIED. 


No Paying Gold or Silver Leads Yet 
Discovered—Nincty Per Cent. of 
the People Have Suffering and 
Disappointment Ahead — Report 
of Capt. Ray to War Department. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Secretary 
Alger has transmitted to Congress a 
complete report on the relief work of 
the War Department in the Klondike 
country, undertaken under act of Con- 
gress as a result of reports that ex- 
treme distress among the miners fol- 
lowed, the influx to the gold country 
during 1897 and 1898. It embraces the 
detailed reports of Capt. PF. H. Ray 
and Lieut. W. P: Richardson. 

Aside from details of the relief work, 
Capt. Ray’s last report, dated May 
last, contains the following interesting 
statement: 

“I deem it.,of the greatest importance 
for the development of the country 
that roads should be opened,.so as to 
enable the people to enter the country 
not only from the Yukon to the open 
sea in our own'country, which is of the 
greatest importance, but to enable 
miners and prospectors to get into the 
interior with their supplies. 

“Under existing conditions persons 
can enter thé country only by the one 
big highway—the Yukon RKiver—and 
they cannot hope to be landed at any 
point before July 1. 

“The gold-bearing districts are from 
fifty to 150 miles back from the main 
stream, There are not any summer 
trails except foot trails, and provisions 
and mining tools can only be trans- 
ported on the backs of men. 

“I do not find anything either in 
Alaska or in the Northwest Territory 
to justify the rush of people to that 
country, or the enormous investment 
now being made in transportation, 
trading and mining compan-es. In 
Northwest Territory no discoveries of 
extraordinary richness have been Made 


since that of the Klondike, and the 
claims are almost entirely confined to 
Bonanza, Eldorado, Dominica, Honka 


and Sulphur, with a few claims on 
Bear Creek. Ih: this district all rich 
claims are well known and held at a 
very high price and while the whole 
country has been staked it has been 
done for speculative purposes, and no 
work is being done except such as is 
necessary to hold a title until they can 
be scl4 to the unwary newcomer or dis- 
posed of in the States for corporation 
schemes. Capt. Constantine of the 
Canadian northwestern police is my 
authority for. denouncing the move- 
ment as a fraud. 

“In the absence of any other industry 
excépt cutting of wood for the river 
boats, I-do not see anything in the fu- 
ture for over 90 per cent. of the people 
now flocking to that country, but 
disappointment and 6suffering. Even 
those who obtain employment at $1.50 
per hour find that after deducting the 
cost of food, packing; candles, etc.. 
they do not net to exceed $2 fer day. 
and they tell me it ts barely enough 
to tide them over the idle season. 

“Up to date no paying mineral leeds 
of eithér gold or silver have been dis- 
covered in North Alaska, so far as 
known. 

“T am now fully satisfied that in the 
near fsture Alaska will be the source 
of great wealth, but the development 
will necessarily be slow, owing to the 
cilmatic conditions. I recommend the 
early introduction of horses, Mules and 
cattle and extra inducements, should 
be held out for the development of 
agriculture in the valley of the lower 
Yukon, especially. Wild hay can be 
obtained; there is a great abundance of 
oats and barley and spring wheat can 
be successfully cultivated as well as 
potatoes and turnips, and all the more 
hardy garden vegetables, all of which 
would be required for many years to 
meet the local demand, and by reduc- 
ing the cost of transportation and food 
render it possible to profit in a large 
per cent. of the mines now lying idle. 

“But few of the people now entering 
the northern part of the territory -vill 
ever become a factor in its permanent 
development. They must pass away 
before the time when the wealth of the 
country will become known and de- 
veloped. To promote this I recommend 
that several well-equipped parties be 
put in the field and a thorough geo- 
graphical and geological exploration of 
the country be made so that men of or- 
dinary means will be able to engage in 
the work of prospecting and mining. 
At present it requires considerable cap- 
ital to first explore the country for a 
practical route to transport supplies 
before any work can be done in pros- 
pecting. 

“The ruling rate of interest at Daw- 
son is from 10 to 12 per cent. per month, 
which is the best exemplification I can 
give of the speculating condition of 
the finances of that country.”

OBEYED HIS ORDERS. 


ADMIRAL SCHLEY ANSWERS 
THE RECENT CHARGES. 


Gallant Fighter Who Destroyed the 
Fleet of Cervera Submits a 
Plain Statement. 


NO GROUNDS FOR CRITICISM. 


HE DISCLAIMS ANY PURPOSE OF A 
CONTROVERSY.

Did His Duty Nobly and Faithfally 
and Points With Pride to the 
Glorious Results—His 
Little Bit of Wit. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Rear-Ad- 
miral W. 8S. Schley, having been grant- 
ed permission to answer the charges 
recently made against him in a com- 
munication sent to the Senate, today 
handed to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs his statement, in which he dis- 
claims any purpose of a controversy 
with the Navy Department. The letter 
of the department, he says, so far as 
it relates to him, can be summarized 
under the following heads: 

“The delay off Cienfuegos, the al- 
leged slow progress toward Santiago de 
Cuba from Cienfuegos, the retrograde 
movements of the 26th and 27th of 
May, the battle of Santiago and the de- 
struction of Cervera’s fleet.”’ 

The admiral says his orders from 
Sampson on May 19 were to blockade 
Cienfuegos, which he proceeded to do, 
He had no knowledge that there vere 
any insurgents about Cienfuegos who 
were friendly until the Marblehead ar- 
rived on the 24th. Then he sent Com- 
mander McCalla of the Marblehead 
ashore to establish relations with the 
insurgents, the result of which was 
made known to him at 3:40 o'clock 
p.m., on May 24, Then for the first 
time he learned definitely that the Span- 
ish fleet was not at Cienfuegos. With- 
in two hours he started for Santi- 

“What possible ground for criticism,” 
he says, ‘adverse to me there can be 
in all this. I do not see. I was on the 
spot acting under orders which gave 
me entire discretion and yet clothed 
me with the responsibility of going 
to Santiago only after I was satisfied 
that the fleet was not at Cienfuegos.” 

As to the slow progress toward San- 
tiago on account of the Eagle, he 
States that she was a part of the 
force which Admiral Sampson had seen 
fit to send him, and he had no right 
to abandon her. The weather also 
was rough and not much better speed 
could have been kept up. He had been 
ordered to proceed “cautiously.” If, 
however, he had known that the Span- 
ish fleet was in Santiago, no consider- 
ation of the Eagle or anyone else would 
have prevented him from getting there 
at the earliest possible moment with

Speaking of the “retrograde move- 
ments” which the Secretary, adopt- 
ing the language of Admiral Samp- 
son. characterizes as “reprehensible 
conduct,” Admiral Schley says that in 
forty-two years’ service, “fiever was 
such language used to characterize 
conduct of mine, and I see no reason 

o the battle of Santia 0, Ad- 
miral Schley says the facts - that 
contest speak for themselves. He 
quotes from his official report to Samp- 
son, and said the ‘victory seems big 
enough for all of us.” He asks the 
commission to contrast his reports and 
those of Sampson containing reference 
to himself. 

Admiral Schley then submits a long 
detailed statement of the facts he sum- 
marized in the foregoing, which is in 
reply to a request by Chairman Hale 
of the Naval Committee. It gives the 
dispatches and orders received by 
Schley and describes the conditions in 
which the ships had to coal, as well as 
the sailing for Santiago. He also re- 
fers to the doubts that arose as to the 
presence of the Spanish fleet in San- 
tiago after he had arrived off that port, 

Capt. Sigsbee stated verbally that 
he had been close into the port several 
times, and there were no indications 
that the enemy was present, and he 
doubted its arrival. Capt. Sigsbee is 
quoted as confirming the opinion as to 
the difficulty of coaling off Santiago. 
He gives the details of the absolute 
location of the Spanish squadron in- 
side the harbor on May 28, which dis- 
covery was, the admiral says, the re- 
sult of a determination to satisfy him- 
self fully before leaving for the west. 
On the 31st he made a reconnoissance 
“to develop the enemy’s position and 
incidentally to injure or destroy, if 
possible the Colon, moored well up in 
the harbor.” 

The question of the presence of the 
enemy determined, he decided not to 
risk serious disablement, until rein- 
forcements arrived. 

Admiral Schley quotes the deport- 
ment’s dispatch of May 29, in these 
words: 

“The department looks to you to as- 
certain he fact of the pres- 
ence of the enemy and to see that the 
enemy, if in the harbor of Santiago, 
does not leave without decisive action.” 

Commenting on this, the admiral 
says: 

“In obedience to the above order, and 
without any further order or instruc- 
tion from any one, I did ascertain the 
fact that the enemy was at Santiago, 
and the enemy did not leave without 
a decisive conflict.” 


Daughters of American Revolution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The first 
session of the continents’ 


congress So- 
ciety of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution vegan at 
the Grand Opera House today. The 
attendance of delegates was larger 
than at any previous time. Mrs. Dan- 
1el Manning, president general of the 
society, opened the general proceedings 
with her annual address. It dwelt 
especially on the aid the society had 
given to the soldiers and sailors of the 
Union during the war with Spain, say- 
ing that as a result of its labors one 
thousand thoroughly trained women 
became nurses and over $300,000 in 
money and supplies was furnished. 


Duke of Orleans at Brussels. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 20.—The Duke of 
Orleans has unexpectedly arrived here. 
It is reported that he considers the 
moment opportune for a monarchist at- 
temptin France. He will consult with 
the leaders of his party who will arrive 
tomorrow. Three millions of the duke’s 
portraits, decorated with the tricolor 
have arrived here, and will be dis- 
patched to France for distribution. 


Heir to the Khedive’s Throne. 


ALEXANDRIA, Feb. 20.—The Khe- 
diva has given birth to a son at Mon- 
tazet. There is great rejoicing at the 
fact that the Khedive now has an heir 
to the throne. The birth of three 
daugihters in succession to the Khedive 
was a source of great disappointment tu 
both Abbas and the people of Egypt 
and there was some talk of deposing 


the Khedive in favor of his only 
brother, Mohamed Ali. 


SPOILED BEEF. 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


ment of Gen. Miles before the War 
Commission, asked him what was his 
idea as to the beef supply for the army 
when the war broke out. Replying, 
Gen. Miles said that avhile his atten- 
tion was occupied with the weightier 
matters of mobilization and equipment 
of troops, he felt confident that the 
usage of 100 years would be followed 
and cattle herds would be shipped to 
the army in the tropics and_ killed 
there, just as they were during the 
civil war in the South, in Arizona, 
Texas and in Mexico, avhere it is so 
hot that soldiers could not sit upon 
the rocks. He understood Cuba and 
Porto Rico are excellent grass coun- 
tries, cattle could be shipped and kept 
in prime condition. He reviewed his 
action in cabling the department to 
send no more refrigerated beef to Porto 
Rico while he was there, finding it 
possible to use beef on the hoof. 

Gen. Miles said that he understood 
that our troops in Porto Rico were still 
being supplied with a form of refrig- 
erated beef, although the country was 
as good a grass country as any in the 
world, and cattle there were plenty, 
and the Spanish troops drew all their 
meat supply from this source. 

Col. Davis asked if Gen. Miles knew 
whether Porto Rico exported any cat- 
tle. Witness said it did to the number 
of several thousand, and they were 
fine cattle. Still he understood that 
our troops were not only receiving re- 
frigerated beef at the coast, but it was 
being sent into the interior. The situa- 
tion now, he said, was different from 
that during the war. Now there were 
ice machines on shore. Then there was 
not ice enough for the hospitals. 

Recurring to the expediency of feed- 
ing the troops hoof beef in Porto Rico, 
Gen. Miles said he was much in favor 
of it. He said native beef killed at 
night could be fed to the men next 


ay. 

“Do you think,” continued Col. Davis, 
“ipat the native beef would keep as 
well as the refrigerated beef in the 
absence of cooling apparatus on 
shore?” 

“T am quite sure it would, unless 
the refrigerated f was chemically 
treated with preservatives. If it was 
treated so as to keep for seventy-two 
hours after coming out of the coolers, 
of course it had the advantage of the 
native teef—so far as keeping goes. 

Asked how long he was in Porto Rico 
before he had advised the department 
against sending any more refrigerated 
beef, Gen. Miles said he had learned 
of the large supply of native cattle 
suon after landing, and advised the 
War Devartment the next day after 
getting ashore. 

Referring to the canned roast beef 
as distinguished from the refrigerator 
beef. Col. Davis read a portion of Gen, 
Miles’s war commission testimony, 
condemning it in severe tones. 

COMPLAINT WAS MADE. 

Gen. Miles said the canned roast 
beef was issued to volunteers, and ™<g- 
ular troops alike on the transports 
and in Cuba until the arrival of the 
refrigerated beef. It was fully tested 
by both the regulars and volunteers, 
The first complaints of it, Gen. Miles 
said he had heard at Tampa from 
some of the Rough Riders from San 
Antonio, but he paid little attention to 
it at the time, not realizing fully that 
there had been any changes from the 
standard rations. He again heard of {t 
aboard the Yale when the men declared 
they could not eat it, and he ordered 
the inspector to inquire into it. Again 
he heard of it in the trenches at San- 
tiago, but he was still largely occu- 
pied with the campaign and he thought 
nothing more of the complaints than 
he would of hearing that some man 
was kicking about his coffee or of his 
hardtack. 

What finally drew his attention se- 
riously to the matter was the reports 
of officers that the whole fifth corps 
was weak and prostrated. This was in 
August when the question of a parade 
in New York was proposed. Gen. Bates 
reported at that time that only about 
one-fifth of the men at Montauk Point 
were in condition to march through 
New York. Gen. Miles said this seemed 
to him to be remarkable, as there was 
no yellow fever at that point and he 
thought the men certainly ought to be 
over their malaria. 

He therefore ordered an inquiry into 
the beef about which there had been so 
much complaint. 

“Did you report at that time to the 
commissary-general’s office?” asked 
Col. Davis. 

Gen. Miles leaned forward, draw- 
ing his brows to a furrow, and replied 
forcefully: “I am not required, sir, 
to report to the tommissary-genergl.” 

“Well, did you report it to the Sec- 
retary of War?” asked Col. Davis. 

Gen. Miles, in reply, went at some 
length into an explanation into the 
routine of army headquarters, showing 
why he preferred to conclude his in- 
auiry so that he might have something 
tangible to present to the Secretary. 

Col. Davis put a number of questions 
as to why the commanding general 
had delayed definite action in the beef 
matter, and Gen. Miles responded that 
he had delayed because he did not want 
to act until he had secured the very 
best authority, which was information 
from the most reliable sources. Fin- 
ally he issued his order’to officers to 
report on the quality of beef furnished. 
He did not report directly to the Sec- 
retary of War because under a rule of 
1890 the order should go from the ad- 
jutant-general to the Secretary. 

His attacks upon the canned and re- 
frigerated beef before the war com- 
mission were then taken up specific- 
ally. Col. Davis read the testimony of 
the commanding general, which re- 
ferred to “embalmed beef,” and said it 
had been sent as a ‘‘pretense of experi- 
ment.”’ 

Gen. Miles was asked if he knew 
when the war began that canned roast 
beef was a part of the army ration. 
This question brought out a partial ex- 
planation of his using the phrase, ‘“‘a 
pretense of experiment.” 
he did not know that canned roast 
beef was a part of the army ration, 
though in 1888 an order had been is- 
sued, including canned corned or fresh 
beef. He did not understand the 
canned beef now in question was 
meant. When his attention was finally 
attracted to the. canned beef recently 
issued, he assumed, he declared, that 
it was being issued as an experiment, 
since it was not understood by him 
that canned roast beef was a part of 
the regular ration. 

UNFORTUNATE PHRASE. 

Continuing this explanation in an- 
swer to a question of Col. Davis, Gen. 


Miles said he thought his use of “pre- - 


tense of experiment” was unfortunate, 
and he disclaimed any intention to im- 
pute fraud to any one. 

“As far as indicating fraud,’’ he said, 
“I wish to state that no such infer- 
ence was intended. It was perhaps an 
unfortunate expression, and had my 
attention been called to it I might 
have amended it to say—well ‘on the 
theory of an experiment.’ As a mat- 
ter of fact, it was an experiment, and 
a very costly one,” 

“With that disclaimer,” remarked 
Col. Davis, “of course, we will pass to 
the refrigerated beef.” 

Then, replying to a question, Gen. 
Miles said he first heard complaints 
against the beef at Ponce. The first 
direct statement that it had _ been 
treated chemically came, he believed, 
from Dr. Daly, who presented it late 
in September and appeared subse- 
quently before the war commission.

ONE HUNDRED LETTERS. 


Dr. Daly's, however, was the first 
official report. 

Gen. Miles then read a long sum- 
mary of 100 letters received by him at 
army headquarters giving the various 
terms in which the army meat was 
characterized. These included ‘em- 
almed,’ ‘decomposed,’ ‘injected,’ 
‘poisoned’ and the like. 

In addition, he showed a summary 
of reports on refrigerated beef con- 
demned and thrown overboard from 
transports. Cc. C. Yeamans from the 
Yosemite reported the condemnation of 
8000 pounds; Lieut.-Col. O'Neil of the 
steamship Chester 4000 pounds; Col. 
James Hamilton Lewis, 10,000 pounds. 


LIEUT,-COL. EVENHORNE. 


Gen. Miles then left the witness stand 
and Lieut.-Col. Evenhorne of the Thir- 
teenth Infantry was sworn. 


He said the criti- 
cisms of the canned roast beef began 
early and were made often. It was 
objected to on the score of its lack of 
nutriment, its taste and its appearance. 

When the -refrigerator beef arrived 
a large part of it was spoiled and the 
men continued to use the canned meat. 
The spoiled refrigerated beef was laid 
out on the hill for the buzzards. 

LIEUT.-COL. MINOR. 

Lieut.-Col. Minor of the Sixth Infan- 
try, was the next witness. His regi- 
ment was the first to leave Camp 
Thomas and to camp at Tampa. 

“I believed then, and I believe now, 
he said, “that that beef had been used 
for making beef extract and the nutri- 
ment taken out. It appeared to have 
been boiled to pieces.” 

Col. Minor said he knew nothing of 
the method of canned beef preparation. 
His regiment was in good condition un- 
til about July 3, after which it dete- 
riorated suddenly and generally. When 
they became weak and sick the men 
did not want meat. 

Examined as to refrigerated beef, he 
declared it was excellent, and satisfac- 
tory and no complaints about it were 
heard. Only one quarter was spoiled. 
He was unable, he said, to detect any 
difference between the refrigerated 


beef issued in Cuba and that which had. 


been issued at the posts in this country 
at which he had been stationed. 
MAJ. JACKSON. 

Maj. Henry Jackson, Third Cavalry, 
who was with his regiment throughout 
the Santiago campaign, was called. 
The men complained of the meat being 
stringy, tasteless and unpalatable. The 
officers had remarked the same thing 
to him and he agreed with them fully. 
All the rations that could be sent to 
the front with the limited transporta- 
tion facilities were sent. he men 
simply took what was sent them and 
officers and men fared alike. 

When the fresh or refrigerated beef 
began to arrive after the capture of 
Santiago, it was issued to the men. So 
far as witness observed it was good. 


MADE WAR WITH FIRE. 


FILIPINOS TRIED TO BURN OUT 
WASHINGTON VOLUNTEERS. 


Attack May Have Been Arranged, 
but Nothing Happened—Affairs 
at Manila Apparently Very Quiet 
Now—The Next Major-General, E. 
S. Otis—Chaplain Dead. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MANILA, Feb. 21.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] ‘The natives of the village of 
Paco made a bold attempt last night 
to burn the quarters of the First Wash- 
ington Volunteers by setting fire to the 
huts and adjoining quarters in the 
rear. Fortunately the wind changed at 
the moment the fire was discovered and 
fanned by a stiff breeze, the flames 
spread in the opposite direction, de- 
stroying fully twenty shacks and 
houses opposite the ruins of the church. 
The incendiaries escaped. 

Mysterious signals were frequently 
made along the enemy’s lines during 
the night, and this led to the belief 
that an attack had been arranged, but 
nothing happened. 

The rebels are leaving the vicinity of 
San Pedro Macati in small parties, 
and are reported to be moving toward 
Singalon. 


PROMOTIONS FOR GALLANTRY. 


Gen. E. S. Otis, Now in Manila, Will 
Be Next Major-General. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
President McKinley has determined to 
reward several general officers for gal- 
lantry during the Cukan and Philip- 
pine operations. 

Upon the retirement of Brig.-Gen. M. 
P, Miller, on March 1¢ Col. E. V. Sum- 
ner, now brigadier-genéral of volun- 
teers. will be appointed a brigadier- 
general in the regular army. No re- 
ward can be given to Maj.-Gen. Otis 
until after June 16, 1900, unless the 
Army Reorganization Bill shall pass. 
Gen. Otis holds only the rank of brig- 
adier-general in the regular service. 
He will be appointed a major-general 
upon the retirement, June 16,. 1900, of 
Mai.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, but the 
President would like to confer promo- 
tion upon him sooner should he have 
the opportunity to do so. Gen. Otis will 
be the next major-general of the reg- 
ular service appointed. 

Although Brig.-Gen. D. W. Flagler 
does not retire until June 24, the gos- 
sips in the War Department are al- 
ready talking of his successor. It 
seems to be generally conceded that 
Col. J. M. Whittmore will receive the 
appointment of chief of ordnance. 


AGONCILLO AT NEW YORK.

TUTTLE’S NEW HIGH EXPLOSIVE. 


A PERFECT WONDER. 


Powder Can Be Pounded on an 
Anvil, Thrown on Red-hot Iron, 
bat Will not Explode. 


COMPOSITION IS YET A SECRET. | 


ENERGY CAN FORCE SHELLS 
THROUGH HEAVIEST ARMOR. 


Pamping the Mines—Sad Drowning.

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

TACOMA, (Wash.,) Feb. 20.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Dr. H. P. Tuttle of 
Tacoma, claims to have invented a 
wonderful explosive for shells 
which has force enough to drive them 
through heavy armor. lts composi- 
tion remains a secret, but the doctor 
has made tests which are claimed to 
have demonstrated its tremendous 
force. Several months ago he gave an 
exhibition of its power before the Ad- 
miral in command of the British squad- 
ron at Esquimalt, who made a report 
on the subject for investigation by the 
British admiralty at London. It was 
there shown that the new powder could 
be pounded on an anvil with a sledge 
hammer or poured over red hot iron 
and yet not explode. Other’ tests 
showed that when it was exploded by 
other powder, Dr. Tuttle’s compound 
had a force more terrific than either 
dynamite or_ nitroglycerin. 

The final test was made with an im- 
provised cannon made out of a car axle, 
which carried the shell, about an inch 
in diameter. This shell is said to have 
pierced a steel plate a half an inch 
thick. Dr. Tuttle has just returned 
from Washington, where he spent a 
month in demonstrating the power of 
his explosive to thé ordnance board of 
the United States army. At the re- 
quest of the board he will say nothing 
of the result. 

The Klondike excitement is the cause 
of his invention. The doctor's friends 
asked him to make some kind of a 
powder that would tear open the frozen 
ground ef the Klondike. Several 
months experimenting resulted in pro- 
ducing the new explosive.

Water in the Comstock Goes Down 
an Foot a Minute.

VIRGINIA CITY (Nev.,) Feb. 20.— 
That the Risdon pump is a success was 
demonstrated beyond a doubt this 
afternoon. In company with Superin- 
tendent Kerwin and Manager McM. 
Ross, the Associated Press correspond- 
ent descended to the 1700-foot level of 
the C. and C. shaft, and at about 2 
o’clock this afternoon the water was 
turned into the pump and without a 
hitch of any kind water was sent 
through the pipes to the Sutro tunnel 
under a 900-pound pressure, while the 
water was reduced in the shaft at the 
rate of a foot a minute. 

The stream Was running through the 
Sutro tunnel like a mill race in the 
boxes carrying the water. The water 
company was furnishing all the water 
needed, and a steady pressure was 
maintained at the 1700-foot level. Not 
one leak was discovered in the entire 
pipe. There is great enthusiasm here 
over the success of the pumping plant, 
and it is regarded as the turning point 
for a new era on the Comstock.

CENTRAL PACIFIC PLANS, 


Reorganization Fally Matured and 
Exchanges Adopted. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGNT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The Central 
Pacific Railroad reorganization plan 
provides for an issue of $100,000,000 for- 
ty-five-vear first mortgage refunding 
fours. $25,000,000 thirty-five-year 31's, 
$20,000,000 4-per-cent., cumulative pre- 
ferred, and $67,275,009 commonstock. The 


distribution of securities is as fol- | 


lows: 


Of the $1060.000,000 fours, the United | 


States retains $47,056,000 as collateral 
for the 3-per-cent. notes; $51,235,500 is 


allowed for exchange of existing bonds, | 
and the syndicate purchases $1,690,500 


to provide cash requirements. 

The 3%'s are secured by a pledge on 
sinking securities and land 
grants; $13,695,000 to take up other 
bonds, while the syndicate retains the 
remainder. 

The $20,000,000 preferred stock is de- 
livered to the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way Company in consideration of the 
delivery by that company of an equal 
amount of its 4-per-cent. bonds. The 
svndicate takes all of the common 
stock and it is offered to shareholders 
on the payment of $2 per share. 

The fixed charges ofethe new company 
are estimated at $4,875 000. The aver- 
aze net earnings of the Central Pa- 
cific for the past ten years were $1,- 
893.259. which has been increased to 
$5,582,989 by the income from sinking 
fund securities. 

It is expected that $4,500,000 will be 
provided to finance the plan. Out- 
standing bonds of $1000 each will be 
exchanged as follows: ;

WEYLER AND BLANCO FAILURES 


GOVERNMENT CENSURED FOR ITS 
EXTREME LAXNESS, 


Premier Sregasta on the Spit and 
Charged With the Surrender of 
Cubs to Save the Old Tot- 
tering Throne, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, Feb. 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Cortes assembled today. The 
in both chambers’ were 
thronged with an expectant crowd. The 
Senate was very full, hardly a single 
general being absent. 

Senator Montero Rios, president of 
the Senate, in opening the proceedings, 
pronounced a eulogy upon M. Faure, 
and a resolution of condolence with 
France was adopted unanimously. 

Sefior Sagasta, the Premier, then pro- 
ceeded to refer the ‘bill providing for 
the cession of the Philippines to the 
United States to a special commission, 
but the Conservatives protested against 


ahis, declaring that the bill ought to be 


conscientiously discussed, and Sefior 
Sagasta withdrew his proposal. 

Count D’Almenas then brought up the 
question of the conduct of the generals 
engaged in the war in Cuba, declaring 
that Gen. Primo Rivera, Gen. Weyler, 
Gen. Blanco, Admiral Cervera and Gen. 
Linares had proven failures. This dec- 
laration elicited much applause from 
the public galleries, and in consequence 
several of the spectators were expelled 
from the chamber. 

Observing that he would deal with 
the “shameful capitulation of Santi- 
ago,”” Count D’Almenas asked the 
house if he should proceed, and was 
answered with cries of ‘‘yes” and ‘‘no,” 
and a general uproar ensued. A repe- 
tition of the query provoking still 


greater tumult, Sefior Sagasta rose and 


defended the government and its peace 
commission. The Premier criticised 
America’s unjustified conduct and said 
that everything might be discussed ex- 
cept the war, because the cases of the 
generals were still sub judico. 

Count D’Almenas resumed his attack 
upon the generals and complained that 
“five months had elapsed and not a 
single general had been shot.’”’ 

This gave rise to another tumult and 
Count D’Almenas was called to order. 
Again he asked why the generals who 
capitulated had not been executed. 

“It is quite true,” he declared, “that 
the army is an army of lions led by 
asses. 

“Capt.-Gen. Blanco’s administration 
in Cuba was deplorable,” he continued, 
“but we were not responsible for. the 
surrender of Santiago.’”’ 

Recriminations continued between 
Count D’Almenas and Lieut.-Gen. Cor- 
rea, the Minister of War, and there 
was renewed disorder. 

After a promise, on the part of the 
Count D’Almenas, to produce proofs of 
his assertions tomorrow, the Senate ad- 
‘ourned.,. 

in the Chamber of Deputies, the reso- 
lution of condolence to France over the 
death of President Faure was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Sefior Silvela, moved a vote, signed 
bv the Conservative deputies, censur- 
ing this government for its indifference 
to the country’s troubles. 

Sefior Annix, in seconding the mo- 
tion, denounced the ministry for ac- 
cepting the war, through fear of the 
Carlists, and declared that the country 
was now suffering the consequences of 
the government’s pusilanimity. He 
proceeded to explain the lack of prepa- 
rations, and of war materials, and 
charged the government with responsi- 
bility for the surrender of Santiago, 
“which,” he said, “they ordered al- 
‘hough the garrison there numbered 
23.000. and there was sufficient pro- 
visions in the place for three months.” 

This declaration created a sensation. 

In proof that the government was 
responsible for the surrender of Cuba, 
Sefior Annix read telegrams from 
Sefior Sagasta and Gen. Correa to Gen. 
Blanco, ordering the surrender of Cuba 
as a means of saving Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, and preserving order 
in the peninsula, He also read Gen. 
Blanco’s telegram in reply, opposing 
the surrender, but agreeing to obey the 
government's order. 

Sefior Annix added that President 
McKinley had telegraphed to Gen. 
Shafter that the surrender of Santiago 
had been arranged with the Madrid 
government and that, therefore, he 
riust make a sort of sham attack. 

Capt. Aunon, Minister of Marine, in- 
terposed at this point, saying Me be- 
lieved this story to be incorrect, where- 
upon Sefior Annix repeated the state- 
ment that Premier Sagasta had ordered 
the surrender of Cuba in order to save 
the monarchy. ,

COWBOY GRAYSON’S DEATH. 


Nothing Known of it by the Posse 
That Chased Him Down. 
BISBEE (Ariz.,) Feb. 19.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Six weeks ago, just

The last generally known of him was 
when he was spurring his pony north- 
ward, with a small band of American 
cowboys and Mexican frontier guards 
in hot pursuit. The cowboys and 
guards returned, but it Was 
impolite at the time to question them 
concerning the success or failure of 
their hunt. Grayson’s horse was found 
later, but that was all. 

A few days ago a decaying body was

Noticing the account of the discus- 
sions relative to a new high school 
building, would ask: Why not suggest 
to the honorable school board to make 
a proposition to O. T. Johnson to trade 
the lat owned ‘by the city, located be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth streets on Spring, 
120 feet front, running through to 
Broadway, and upon Which is now situ- 
ated the Sixth-street school building, 
for the block, or that portion of it, 
upon Which is located the foundatieg 
for the unfinished Tenth-street Hotel 
building. This block has a frontage of 
600 feet upon each Main and Los An- 
geles streets and 330 feet. each on Ninth 
and Tenth streets. The foundation re- 
ferred to is one of the best ever built in 
the city and the equal of any in the 
State. It occupies a frontage of 300 
feet on each of Main and Los Angeles 
Streets, with a frontage and depth of 
350 feet on Tenth street.

The enormous base- 
ment could be utilized as storeroom 
for all supplies required by the entire 
school system, and then ample space 
left on Los Angeles-street front for 
school purposes. 

I offer this through the courtesy of 
your columns as a suggestion to the 
school board for wrat it is worth.

The State Mining Bureau. 

ETHAN SHIDLER, Los Angeles: It 
is Announced that the Legislature con- 
templates reducing the appropriation 
for the State Mining Bureau from $50,- 
000 to $40,000 per annum. It requires 
but little perception on the part of any 
one having even a slight knowledge 
of the situation to see that this is a 


step in the wrong ‘direction. The bu- 
reau is of great importance to the 
State for two reasons, First, it fur- 


nishes reliable information to prospec- 
tive investors from the outside, and, 
second, it is a valuable aid to the prac- 
tical operator, giving him a comprehen- 
sive survey of the whole field, which 
is difficult or impossible for individ- 
uals to obtain. 

The mining industry is of vast and 
increasing importance to the State in 
ordinary times, but in periods of 
drought like the present, when agri- 
culture is more or less paralyzed, the 
people fal! back on the mines for sup- 
port to a great extent, and any meas- 
ure which will injure the business is 
particularly unwise at this time. 

The miners of the State are anxiously 
awaiting the forthcoming report, but 
if the measure passes, it cannot be is- 
sued. If the fourteenth report is not is- 
sued the direct injury to the State will 
amount to ten times the amount saved. 

Better increase the appropriation to 
$100,000, and give the bureau a chance 
to extend and perfect its work in di- 
rections in which it has heretofore been 
incomplete;>.In any event, the expected 
amount ought wot to be reduced, and 
we hope that the miners of the State 
will join us in making life miserable 
for the legislators until they abandon 
the idea,

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THE TRUE SOLUTION. 

It is daily becoming more and more 
apparent that the only practicable 
plan that has thus far been put for- 
ward for breaking the Senatorial dead- 
lock in this State is that sanctioned 
by Mr. Grant and his supporters, 
which contemplates a conference of all 
the anti-Burns men that can be mus- 
tered in the Legislature, without re- 
gard to political affiliations.

THE HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION. 

The question of the high school is 
giving much trouble to the Board of 
Education at this time. Owing to 
the remarkable increase in the popula- 
tion of Los Angeles, the present 
school building is altogether too smal! 
for the accommodation of the pupils. 
The building was designed to accom- 
modate 500 scholars, whereas now 
there are nearly 1300 in attendance, 
including the pupils of the ninth 
grade, whose studies are closely con- 
nected with the high school course. 

When it comes to the question of 
how best to apply a remedy for the ex- 
isting situation, the path is by no 
means clear. It the ninth grade, 
which embraces about half the pupils | 
in attendance at the High School, could 
be removed to another location, it 
would afford sufficient room in the 
building for the present high school 
pupils. The educators are, however, 
strongly opposed to this course, as 
they say it would prove a_ serious 
drawback to those who are studying 
in the ninth grade, which is a prepara- 
tory grade for the High school. The 
other remedy proposed is for the city 
to construct a new and larger high 
school building, probably in the south- 
western part of the city. The esti- 
mated cost of such a building is $150,- 
000, to raise which it would be neces- 
sary to vote bonds. 

We do not believe it would be found 
possible to obtain among the voters 
of Los Angeles a two-thirds majority 
on the proposition to issue bonds for 
this purpose. The school department. 
is short of funds, and in consequence 
of this the accommodations for the 
pupils in the lower grades are in- 
adequate. Many people are strongly 
of the opinion that too large a propor- 
tion of the school funds is expended 
on what may be called the luxuries of 
education, as compared with that 
which is spent on the necessary 
branches of learning. While the 
High School department is the most 
expensive portion of the city’s. dis- 
bursements for educational purposes, | 
at the same time this branch benefits 
only a very smail proportion of the 
pupils, a great majority of whom are

“A HOT TIME.” 


BURBANK. “The Lady of Lyons” is 
a very exacting play for any company 
to undertake in these end-of-the-cen- 
tury days, and that Janet Waldorf and 
her supporting players gave as gool an 
account of themselves as they did last 
night is no small item to their credit. 
This “military drama,” as it is called, 
is of a bygone day—the day when one’s 
dramatic palate was not educated to 
the newer, more thrilling, stirring ac- 
tion' and lines of modern plays. Its 
pathos approaches bathos, its senti- 
ment is so easily made into mawkish 
sentimentality, that slow action needs 
the fihesse of highest art, the hack- 
neyed lines, so often and mercilessly 
parodied and burlesqued, require the 
very most careful handling to lift them 
above melodramatic mediocrity. With 
such odds against them in the play it- 
self it needed all.the accessories of rich 
and picturesque costumes and stage 
mounting for so young a company of 
players to do themselves justice, and 
even then it is a question whether or 
not it is worth the effort to keep the 
“Lady of Lyons” in their repertoire. 
That the play was presented earnestly, 
honestly, conscientiously there is no 
gainsaying.

The costumes were, without ex- 
ception, new, rich, handsome and har- 
monious in coloring; the stage settings, 
what they always are at the Burbank, 
effective and adequate in every detail, 
and the incidental music, as well as 
that for the entr’acts, was pretty and 
well played by the orchestra.

Two thousand sacks of salt of 112 
pounds each are being prepared at the 
works of the Oakland Salt Company at 
Mt. Eden for shipment abroad. The 
order is from the Russian Consul at 
San Francisco, and the salt is being 
put in sacks bearing a Russian imprint. 
It looks as if the Russians have 
learned an American trick. 


Something like an epoch in the de- 
velopment of Randsburg as a mining 
camp avas marked last week by the 
starting of a new thirty-stamp mill by 
the Yellow Aster Mining Company. 
Randsburg is in many respects unfri- 
valled among the mining camps of the 
country, and the conditions indicate 
that it ts as yet only a beginning of 
what it is to be. 


Tihe tourist who is in Southern Cali- 
fornia for the first time—and he seems 
to be pretty numerous—is likely to sus- 
pect, judging from the weather of the 
last few days, that summer is insuf- 
ferably hot here. In Chicago, for in- 
stance, it was about 120 deg. hotter last 
July than it was last week. Add 120 
deg. to the maximum of the last few 
days in this city and the result would 
be a temperature something like that 
of boiling water. As a matter of fact, 
however, the maximum for July is sel- 
dom more than ten or fifteen degrees 
above that of the past few days and 
then for but a short period. During 
that time one can take a street car 
or a train and be bathing in the ocean 
an hour from the time of starting. 


_. Death entered Alameda county the 
ther day and took away one of the 
county’s noted men; and yet, strange 
as it may seem, the press of that 
county speaks of the event with ill- 
concealed gratification. The deceased 
was none other than Ah Lot, one of 
the two lepers which have been en- 
tertained at the infirmary there, and 
who recently escaped, after having 
stabbed his fellow-sufferer, and was 
found in a deserted old shack. In the 
case of the remaining leper, the Oak- 
land Enquirer remarks with a sort of 
ghoulish glee that “the disease has ad- 
vanced to such a stage in his case that 
he cannot live more than a year 
longer.” 


The drought of the past year and 
the indications of a lack of sufficient 
rain this year have given the subject 
of irrigation by means of pumps a good 
deal of prominence in the discussions 
of ranchmen. To this subject Prof. 
Fowler contributed valuable informa- 
tion at the Fresno Farmers’ Institute 
recently. He stated that he had sent 
letters of inquiry to those who had 
erected pumping plants, to which he 
had received about fifty answers. Al- 
mest without exception the opinion 
was expressed that pumping paid. The 
replies showed that an acre is irri- 
gated at a cost of from 50 cents to 
$14.50, and the man that flad expended 
$14.50 an acre for pump irrigation de- 
clared it paid him to do it. 


The California State Mining Bureau 
has every reason, to be gratified with 
the appreciation it has received of the 
work it has done and is still doing in 
our oi] fields.

| MOODY ON REST. 


THE EVANGELIST SHOWS HIS ABIL- 
ITY AS AN ACTOR, 


Harard’s Pavilion is Crowded at the 
Last Evening Service Conducted 
by the Famed Preacher—Two 
Meetings Scheduled for Today. 


“Come unto me all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden and I will give you 
rest.” With this for his text Rev. 
Dwight L. Moody preached to 4000 per- 
sons in Hazgard’s Pavilion last evening. 

Mr. Moody’s sermon was interspersed 
with numerous incidents from life, 
each particularly appropriate to the 
text and all pathetic in their meaning. 
As the preacher related them in a low 
and impressive voice, his ability as an 
actor was demonstrated, and even 
Melba could not have held her audi- 
ence in more rapt attention than that 
which greeted the words of the evan- 
gelist. 


Despite the fact that through al- 
most constant use Mr. Moody’s voice 
has lost a part of its strength, and 
that the speaker talked in low tones, 
there was not a part of the hall which 
was not reached by the sound of his 
voice. 

A song service opened the meeting, 
and when Mr. Moody arose to an- 
nounce his text every seat in the hall 
was occupied. The speaker dwelt on 
the cares and worries of the world, 
told of its troubles and tribulations, 
and then said that there was only one 
relief from them and that was through 
the Lord. He emphasized the necessity 
of prayer.,and appealed to the parents 
in the audience not to allow their chil- 
dren to be reared away from the 
means of grace. He pointed out that 
real comfort from wordly cares was 
to be found only in the word of God 
and communication with Him. 

Anecdotes which had come to the 
notice of the evengelist were told to 
illustrate his points, and he cl!osed 
with an invitation to the audience to 
accept the reli offered by the Lord 
and the “blessing of rest.” 

The tones of Mr. Moody’s voice used 
to their greatest advantage and his 
manner in bringing the sermon to a 
climax had effect on the crowd. The 
last avords were spoken in an appur- 
ently almost inaudible whisper, yet 
they were heard in every part of the 
auditorium. Mr. Moody had 
speaking with unusual interest, and 
as he stopped nearly breathless from 
his efforts, every person in the builda- 
ing kept eyes riveted on the speaker. 
It was the most impressive minute of 
the evening. Mr. Moody saw the in- 
terest he had created and realized that 
he had gained the entire attention vf 
every person in the audience. 

‘I am going to pray,” he said after 
a moment's silence, “and you who want 
the blessing of God above all else in 
the world rise and remain standing 
while I petition heaven. Now, think it 


souis, rise with me.” As he raised 
his hands and commenced to pray 
nearly every person who had heard 
his words stood up. The prayer closed 
with a benediction, and while a large 
chorus choir seated on the rostrum 
sang the audience departed. 

Mr. Moody will preach twice today 
at Hazard’s Pavilion and these meet- 
ings will close his services in Los An- 
geles. The meetings will be held at 
10 o'clock this morning and at 8 o'clock 
this afternoon. 


THE HUNTER INQUEST. 


Responsibility for Tragedy not De- 
termined by the Jury. 

Although Dr. Holland said he would 
not hold an inquest on the remains of 
Jay L. Hunter while the body remained 
at Bresee Bros., after consulting with 
Gen. Jones of the District Attorney's 
office yesterday morning he made prep- 
arations for holding the inquest by 
having the autopsy performed about 11 
o'clock a. m. 

The autopsy was performed by Dr. 
Carl Kurtz and Dr. Ralph Hagan, as- 
sisted by Dr. West Hughes, represent- 
ing the relatives of Hunter, and Dr. 
Paul Bresee, representing Alford. 

The autopsy indicated that the first 
shot entered just below the twelfth rib 
on the left side. Ranging upward at 
an angle of 46 degrees it struck the 
tenth rib and broke it. It then de- 
flected across to the right side and 
penetrated the left lobe of the liver. 
It bruised the greater curvature of the 
Stomach, but by that time it had spent 
its force and when it struck the dia- 
phragm it fell back into the cavity of 
the abdomen, where it was found loose 
among the intestines when the opera- 
tion was performed Saturday night at 
the California Hospital. 

The second bullet entered at the cen- 
ter line of the body three inches be- 
low the navel. It went to the right, 
cutting the intestines and mesentery in 
ten different places. It also severed 
the appendix and passed through the 
ilium, or portion of the hip bone. The 
point of exit of this bullet was on about 
a level with the point of entrance. It 
was removed from just under the skin, 
on the right side of the back, when the 
operation was performed Saturday 
evening. 

The point of exit of the bullet which 
entered the left thigh was found to be 
half an inch higher than the point of 
entrance. 

The inquest on Hunter’s body was 
held about 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, the witnesses testifying to prac- 
tically the same facts as have already 
been published concerning the tragedy, 
the only new testimony being that 
given by Miss Jennie Shutt, stenog- 
rapher in Borden & Carhart’s office. 
Her testimony was given rather unwil- 
lingly, as though she was not quite sat- 
isfied of the correctness of what she 
thought she had seen and heard. She 
said the first shot was fired some little 
time before the three succeeding shots; 
that when she heard the first shot she 
looked out into the hall and saw smoke 
and what appeared to be two men 
struggling on the floor. She _ then 
slammed the door and ran back into the 


office to get out of harm’s way, and 
heard the other three shots. 
After the testimony had all been 


given the jury rendered the following 
verdict: ‘We, the jury, find that Jay 
E. Hunter came to his death from the 
effect of gunshot wounds inflicted by 
William H. Alford, but we are unable 
to determine, from the evidence pro- 
duced, whether he acted in self-defense 
or not.” 

At 9 o'clock yesterday morning Po- 
liceman McGraw swore to a complaint 
against Alford, charging him with 
murder. The prisoner was not ar- 
raigned yesterday, as he had not yet 
sufficiently recovered from the effects 
of the terrible blows which he received 
on his head from Hunter’s heavy cane. 
If his physical condition wQl permit, he 
will be taken before Justice Morgan 
some time today and arraigned on the 
charge.

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney were a number cf 
ordinances which he had been directed 
to present. All of them were adopted. 
They included an ordinance fixing the 
rates to be charger for water service 
during the fiscal year that will begin 
July 1, the rates remaining the same 
as at present; an ordinance providing 
for the employment of a foreman in 
the park department to be employed 
at Fremont gate at a salary of $2.25 per 
day; ordinances authorizing the sale 
of certain city lands which had been 
ordered sold by the adoption of the re- 
port of the Land Committee. On rec- 
ommendation of the City Attorney the 
Council authorized the filing of a dis- 
claimer in the suit of Alice Shafer 
against the city to quiet title to cer- 
tain realty. The city has no rights, 
title or interest in such property.. 

Some time ago the City Attorney 
was directed to communicate with Mr. 
Doyle, owner of lands needed as a 
right-of-way for the proposed Los 
Feliz road bridge, and to offer him $700 
for his land. Yesterday the Attorney 
reported that he had done as instructed 
and had been informed that the offer 
of $700 would not be accepted, Mr. 
Doyle demanding $1000. Inasmuch as 
the costs of condemnation proceedings 
would amount to more than the differ- 
ence between what the city offered and 
what the qwner of the property de- 
Manded, the Attorney recommended 
that the $1000 be’ paid.

ROUTINE MATTERS ENGAGE THE 
COUNCIL’S ATTENTION, 


a 


Board of Health Modities Its Order 
as to School Children—Actual 
Smallpox Condition Officially 
Stated—No Fire District Near 
Westlake Park. 


The regular session of the City Coun- 
cil yesterday was devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the work of disposing of 
matters of routine that had accumu- 
lated during the past week or which 
had been in the hands of committees 
from former meetings. Much of this 
business was important, but it was of 
such a character that there were but 
few debates and divisions occurred only 
on one or two questions on which the 
roll was called. 

The first matter considered at the 
morning session was the message of 
the Mayor in which he notified the 
Council that he had returned without 
approval two resolutions of award by 
which contracts for street work had 
been entered into with tavo contractors. 
This action had been taken at the re- 
quest of Councilman Pessell. The con- 
tracts had been awarded to bidders 
who had not submitted the lowest bids, 
the reason for the refusal to consider 
the lowest bids being that they were 
not properly accompanied by sufficient 
revenue stamps. Councilman  Pessell 
learned that the letting of the con- 
tract under these circumstances would 
result in making the property-owners 
pay more for the street improvements 
than they would otherwise have had 
to pay.

B. Patterson, who offered to do the 
work for $297 for the concrete tower, 
$297 for the extension of the conduit 
and catch basin connections and $131 
for the iron work. The engineer stated 
he had entered into an agreement with 
Mr. Patterson to do the work for these 
amounts and it would be proceeded 
with at once. Bis action was approved 
by the Council. The engineer also pre- 
sented an ordinance of intention to 
change and establish the grade of 
Fourteenth street between Central and 
Palome streets. The ordinance was 
‘adopted. At the request of Councilman 
Baker he also presented ordinances for 
the construction of sidewalks and curbs 
on that portion of North Hill street be- 
tween the High School and the cut 
through which Hill street reaches 
Bellevue avenue: These ordinances 
were also adopted. 

The attention of the Council was 
called to the fact that S. E. Fulton, 
who is'a commissioner for the opening 
of an alley from Eighth to Ninth street, 
between Broadway and Hill streets, 
has removed from the city and is 
therefore not qualified to act as com- 
missioner. As he was appointed from 
the Eighth Ward it devolved upon 
Councilman Todd to name his succes- 
sor. He names John'R. McMannis and 
the appointment was confirmed, the 
City Attorney being Instructed to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance making 
the change in the commission. 

The Sunset Telephone and Telegraph 
Company notified the Council of its in- 
tention to extend its underground con- 
duit system along Grand avenue south 
to Pico street and along Alameda and 
College streets to Ord street and pe- 
titioned for the approval of the plans 
for the work which. accompanied the 
petition.

The purpose of this was tc 
make it possible for children who could 
not be vaccinated at present to attend 
school, and as the Board of Health had 


‘| been responsible for the first order of 


vaccination, the Board of Education 
desired that it approve its action in 
the matter, This the Board of Health 
declined to do. The question was dis- 
cussed at length, and Dr. Smith as- 
serted that the Board of Health had no 
option but to enforce the State law on 
the subject, and that law made no ex- 
ception as proposed by the Board of 
Education. At his suggestion the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted and or- 
dered sent to the Board of Education: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
Board of Héalth that any child who 
is able to go to school is able «to be 
vaccinated, and that the State law gives 
the Board of Health no right to make 
such exceptions as are asked for by 
Board of Education.” 

Health Officer Powers reported that 
the smallpox condition in what had be- 
| come known as the infected district had 
become greatly improved. He did not 
| think it necessary to exclude from the 
| schools all the children in that district, 
| provided those who had and were now 
| living in houses that had been and are 
under quarantine were excluded from 
the schools. On his recommendation 
the fcallowing resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, that the Board of Health 
| hereby rescinds the order issued Febru- 
‘ary 4 by which the children in the dis- 
trict bounded by Maple avenue, Eighth 
street. Helena stregt, Gladys avenue 
and Fifth street were excluded from the 
public schools, provided that no child 
who has been living in a house that 
has been under quarantine shall be ad- 
mitted to the schoc's until authorized by 
the Health Officer.” 

This resolution was also communi- 
cated to the Boari of Education and 
will go into effect at once. 

The Health Officer reported that he 
had been informed that the quarartine

He was in- 
structed to’ secure the services of an- 
other quarantine officer and to order 
him to strictly enforce quarantine rules, 

‘Dr. Powers also reported io the 
board that the members of the Lincoln 
family at No. 750 Wall street. were 
anxious to be released from quarantine. 
The quarantine against them had been 
established because of «he death of a 
negro from smallpox in a barn on their 
premises, not far from their residence. 
The quarantine had been on now for 
two weeks and they wanted it removed. 
The board authorized Dr. Powers to 
use his own discretion. 

Health Officer Powers officially stated 
that from the so-called new crop of 
smallpox cases there had been four 
new cases in houses that were not un- 
der quarantine and eight cases in 
houses that had been placed under 
quarantine before the second cases de- 
veloped. There are now in the City 
Hospital thirteen patients afflicted 
with smallpox and all of them are con- 
valescent except two who were taken 
there within the last week. There are 
eight cases in houses cutside the hos- 
pital, all of the houses being under 
quarantine. As to the possibility of a 
spread of the disease, Dr. Powers of 
course could not say to what extent 
the disease would increase. He as- 
serted that, in his opinion, the worst 
was over and that improved conditions 
would continue until the disease was 
stamped out. 

In regard to the nuisance complained 
of by M. M. Potter of the’ Van Nuys, 
the Mayor stated that he had heen as- 
sured that it would be abated within a 
few days. 

ONE NEW CASE YESTERDAY. 

Only one new case of smallpox has 
developed since Saturday. It was dis- 
covered yesterday at No. 509 East 
Seventh street, the patient being a 
man of 21 years. The case had 
been classed as a suspect since Satur- 
day, and yesterday all doubt as to its 
being smallpox was removed. There 
are three other suspected cases under 
the attention of the Health Officer and 
his assistants, which may or may not 
develop to be smallpox. 

Unless there is more patronage of the 
free vaccination stations this week they 
will be closed. The two that were 
moved to the east side of the river 
have been kept open constantly, but 
with little result.

FIRE DISTRICT OPPOSED. 


No Sach Method of Protecting West- 
lake Park Will Be Adopted. 

The Board of Fire Commissicners de- 
cided yesterday that there was no ne- 
cessity of a fire district in the vicinity 
of the oil wells around Westlake park, 
in view of the ordinance prohibiting the 
sinking of wells within 1600 feet of the 
park. This decision was reached after 
a brief session of the board, which was 
preceded by a visit to the cil well dis- 
trict to look over the ground before 
acting on the suggestion of Mayor 
Eaton to establish a fire district. Mr. 
Kuhrts anounced his oposition to the 
proposed fire district, and when his 
views were coincided with by the other 
commissioners, the clerk was §in- 
structed to notify the Council of the 
decision. 

The oil contention originated in the 
board when the City Council referred 
to it a communication by Mayor Eaton 
recommending the establishment of a 
fire district around Westlake and Sun- 
set parks. This recommendation was 
made when the Mayor gave his ap- 
proval to the 1600-foot limit ordinance, 
because he feared that the measure 
might meet the fate of a similar one 
which had preceded it .and been de- 
clared illegal in the courts. 

When the Council referred the recom- 
mendation to the Fire Commissi ners 
it caused considerable controversy, and 
at the meeting last week a legal repre- 
sentative of the oil men addressed the 
board on the alleged evil legislation 
which had been enacted to the harm 
of the oil interests. After considerable 
discussion, the commissioners agreed to 
visit the Westlake Park oil district 
and it was in pursuance of this decis- 
ion that the trip was taken yesterday, 

Chief of Police Glass, on motion of 
Mayor Eaton, was requested to inform 
the board of all viclations of the oil 
ordinance in the oil fields. The meet- 
ing closed after Chief Moore had re- 
peated his invitation of the week pre- 
vious to the hoard to attend the annual 
inspection of the Fire Department 
which will take place at the Plaza to- 
morrow forenoon at 10 o'clock.

For the third time the suit of M. 8.

The plaintiffs are seeking to restrain 
the city from opening Hoover street 
between Washington street and the in- 
tersection of Bush and Freeman streets, 
They aver that as property-owners in 
the assessment district formed for the 
improvement, they object to the pro- 
ceeding by the city for reasons set 
forth. They contend that in 1895 Daniel 
Freeman dedicated a street thirty feet 
wide through the property it is now 
proposed to condemn for the street, and 
that such dedication has never been 
rescinded. Furthermore it is alleged 
that the commissioners unduly discrim- 
inated in awarding benefits and dam- 
ages in the district, in that George 
T. Paulk and J. H. Hixson were fa- 
vored and the plaintiffs unfairly dis- 
criminated against. 

City Attorney Haas demurred on the 
ground that the complaint did not set 
forth facts constituting a cause of ac- 
tion; thatthere was a misjoinder of par-« 
ties plaintiff in that it was not shown 
that the palintiffs have a common in- 

erest in the litigation, and also that 

e complaint did not show that either 
of the plaintiffs was assessed for the 
street opening. 

In sustaining the demurrer Judge Al- 
len granted leave to plaintiffs to have 
another try by filing an amended com- 
plaint.

He was born in Greens- 
boro, Ala., February 7, 1828, graduated 
at Yale College in 1850, and a year later 
began the study of law at Talladega, 
Ala., in the office of Hon. W. P. Chil- 
ton and Hon. J: T. Morgan, the latter 
being one of the present United States 
Senators from that State. 

In 1856, after being admitted to the 
bar, he removed to Camden, Ala., 
where he remained until the beginning 
of the war of 1861-65, in which he es- 
poused the cause of his State and at- 
tained therank of eaptain of a company 
in the Confederate army. At the close 
of the war he resumed his practice in 
Camden, but in 1867 immigrated to Cal- 
ifornia, arriving in Los Angeles Janu<- 
ary 5, 1868.

TOWNSHIP COURT IMPROVEMENTS, 


Am, 


Justice James Accorded the Priv- 
llege of Spending His Own Money. 
Township Justice James appeared be- 

fore the Board of Supervisors yester- 

day. and asked the privilege of being 

‘permitted to spend some of ‘his own 

money in providing, in some degree, 

suitable accommodations in his court- 

room. 
At the opening of the year certain 

changes were discussed by the board, 

whereby better accommodations might 
be afforded the Sheriff, and the dirty 
and inexpressibly dingy Township Court 
might also be suitably renovated. 
Since then the Sheriff’s quarters have 
been transformed into, comparatively 
speaking, luxurious quarters at an ex- 
pense of about $500. But the Supervis- 
ors stopped right there and refused to 
make any alteration or provide any ac- 
commodation for the Township Jstice. 
The judges of the Superior Court, if 
they desire a new carpet or any changes 
made merely intimate their wish to 
the Supervisors and if the thing is 
not done they just make a minute or- 
der and have the work done themselves, 
and the county has to foot the bill. 

The law does not accord that privilege 

to a Township Justice, however, but 

a provision was inserted in the Coun- 

tv Government Act, which refers to 

Los Angeles county only, wherein it is 

provided that the Board of Supervisors 

“may” provide the Township Court 

with suitable furniture, accomodation, 

etc. But because the mandatory 

“must’’ was not inserted, the board has 

refused to make any change in pres- 

ent conditions. 

When Justice James made his re- 
quest yesterday, Supervisor Davis sug- 
gested that the little office that Jus- 
tice James desired ta partition off 
should be put in under the superintend- 
ence of the board’s architect in order 
that the general outline and symmetry 
of the court-room should not be de- 
stroyed. The: justice sarcastically re- 


joined that it would be impossible to. 


destroy the artistic appearance of the 
Township Court. Drawing the atten- 
tion of the board to the law which said 
that his court should be properly found, 
he reminded the Supervisors that for 
two or three years they had contrib- 
uted $50 per month to the Township 
Clerk’s salary without any warrant of 
law whatever, and when he merely 
asked them to do what the law pro- 
vided they shoud do, they refused. 

This reminder served to extort from 
the board a gracious permission to 
Justice James to go out and spend his 
own money in partitioning a private 
office for himself. 


TAX CLAIMS REJECTED. 


District-Attorney Holds the Super- 
visors Have No Jurisdiction. 
Twenty-two claims for rebates on 
taxes were returned to the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday by Chief Deputy 
District Attorney Wilbur, who advised 
their rejection. 
claims awaiting a determination of the 
merits of this first batch is quite large. 
The only theory ‘upon which these 
claims can be aliowed would be upon 
that of an invalid assessment, for, as 
Mr. Wilbur points out, if the question 
were one of valuation, then the matter 
should have been determined by the 
Board of Equalization prior to the tax 
levy, and the parties having failed to 
make their showing at that time would 
be precluded from complaining of the 

assessment at later date. 

Mr. Wilbur gives it as his opinion 
that the Board of Supervisors has no 
jurisdiction to pass upon claims of this 
nature, as section 3819 of.the Political 
Code provides a remedy where none 
had heretofore existed under the law. 
Under this section suit may be brought 
andthe matter be adjudicated upon. 


DOWDY GOES FREE, 


Certain Phase of Wrong-doing 
Viewed Leniently by Law. 

Le Compte Davis, Esq., appeared in 
Department One yesterday and suc- 
ceeded in getting William H. Dowdy 
released on habeas corpus. 

The defendant was being held.in the 
city prison, pending a trial, by virtue 
of a warrant issued on a complaint 
wherein he was charged with having 
from January 11 to February 18 lived 
with Mrs. Alice Williams “in open and 
notorious cohabitation and adultery.” 
Counsel contended that the defendant 
was being wrongfully and illegally re- 
trained of his liberty in that the com- 
laint did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action. 

The gist of the matter was that ro 
averment had been set up that Dowdy 
was @ married man, and consequently, 
could not be held for adultery. 

Judge Smith saw the point at once, 
and said that in order to constitute 


the crime of adultery the person must 
be married without question. Mr. Mc- 


_.Comas, representing the District Attor- 


ney’s office, contended, however, that 
any one that aids and abets in the 
commission of a crime is guilty as the 
principal, and in this case though the 
defendant was unmarried, he had ren- 
dered himself liable by aiding and 
abetting. 

The court gave Mr. McComas credit 
for the novelty of his suggestion, but 
reminded him that while one might 
wish the law to be framed otherwise, 
the fact remained that it established 
the status of this defendant, in rela- 
tion to the crime charged. Judge Smith 
asked how was it possible for the de- 
fendant to aid and abet a person in 
committing a crime he himself could 
not commit. 

Mr. Davis read numerous definitions

LOWER CALIFORNIA GOLD. 


A Denver Capitalist’s Big Mining 
Ditch. 

Gen. E. C. Humphrey of Denver ar- 
rived at the Nadeau yesterday en route 
to his mines in Lower California, twen- 
ty-five miles east of Coluett and sixty 
miles south of Ensenada. 

“I have spent several years down 
there,” he said, “and am now putting 
in a ditch twelve miles long from 
artesian springs in the San Pedro 
Martas Mountains, 7000 feet high, which 
will carry about two hundred or three 
hundred miner’s inches of water for 
placer mining, and which will cost 
about $10,000. The survey has been 
made, and the contract is with a San 
Diego man. This will be the second 
ditch in Lower California. The first 
one was built by Harry Johnson about 


“The mountains extend nearly the 
whole length of Lower California, and 
are full of artesian springs. On each 
side of the mountains are fine ore- 
bearing and agricultural lands. All 
that is necessary then is to build 
ditches along which the water is forced 
by gravity, rendering pumping plants 
unnecessary. The fall to my mines 
is 357 feet to the mile, making a ter- 
rific pressure. When I have exhausted 
the placers I shall utilize the water 
for farming. There are no summer 
rains on the west coast, though there 
are on the east coast. But the land 
is rich and will grow anything that 
will grow in California. 

“All this land is owned or has been 
owned by the Mexican International 
Land and Improvement Company, com- 
prising English syndicates. It was 
1 conceded to this company by the Mex- 
ican government. This company owns 
the steamer line to Cedros Island, and 
neighboring points south from San Di- 
ego, and I understand the company 
is laying intelligent plans for colon- 
izing and developing the country. At 
present wages down there are low, be- 
ing from $1 to $2.50 a day, Mexican 
money. Johnson's ditch solved the 
problem .for working the gold mines, 
and henceforth all the opening up will 
be done with these ditches. The water 
supply is inexhaustible.”

His Ax. 

Saturday night Eli Clark, a colored 
man, went to the house of a white man 
named Bost, living near by, called him 
out of bed and accused him of stealing 
$8 from his cabin. Clark threatened 
to brain Bost with an ax, which he held 
in his hand, if the money were not re- 
turned. Bost denied any knowledge of 
the darky’s money, and accompanied 
the latter to his house to straighten 
the matter out. When they arrived the 
darky’s wife informed her colored lord 
that the money was in its accustomed 
place, so Bost was allowed to depart.

Ten Years in Alaska 
Liggett. 
W. L. Liggett of Phoenix, Ariz., ar- | 
rived yesterday at the Natick. He is 
one of the oldest Klondikers, having 
been on the Yukon ten years this 
spring. This is his second trip out. Lig- 
gett has been to New York, where he 
had $100 worth of pure Klondike gold 4 
made into a watch case without alloy. 
The watch weighs eight ounces, and 
cost $300. The gold is from Liggett’s 
Eldorado claim No. 13. 

“I'm going back shortly,” says Lig- 
gmett, “and clean up and come out. Ten 
years is enough of a man’s life to be 
blotted out. Just think, I worked six 
years within forty-five miles of the 
Klondike, for bare living wages much 
of the time, and didn’t know the Klon- 
dike was there.”’

FINANCIAL ANDCOMMERS' A.

LEGAL RATES OF INTEREST. The 
Legislature of the State of New York, 
now in session, is considering the ques- 
tion of reducing the legal rate of inter- 
est from 6 to 5: per cent. Even Brad- 
streets is sufficiently concerned in the 
subject to discuss the inexpedienty of 
passing such a law. The paper states 
that the bill will be vigorously opposed 
by all the commercial organizations, 
that it will be inoperative anyhow, and 
that adjoining states all ‘naintain a 6 
per cent. legal rate. The second rea- 
gon seems to contain all the pith there 
is in the argument, and it would hold 
against any usury law. As the matter 
is generally understood the only appli- 
cation which can be made of such a 
law is in the case of a note made which 
neglects to specify what rate of inter- 
est is to be paid. This is a contin- 
gency which occurs so rarely it is 
hardly worthy of serious thought. It 
would be best to do away with ail 
usury laws, and let the courts decide 
what would be equitable interest to 
pay on money, where the note did not 
fix the rate. 


OOMMERCIAL. 

STRENGTH OF PRICES. Brad- 
street’s Weekly publishes “index num- 
bers” showing the prices cf nearly all 
staples dealt in in the markets. The 
latest number gives the index at 79.108, 
the highest point since July 1, 1898, 
when its number was 79.459. The coti- 
parison goes back to October 1, 1890, 
when the “index’’ was 105.996. Com- 
pared with a year ago, of 107 staples, 
67 are higher, 27 lower, and 15 un- 
changed. 


CENTENARY OF BEET SUGAR. 
One hundred years ago Franz Carl 
Achard, director of the Prussian Acad- 
emy, announced to the King Frederick 
William II his discovery that beets 
were rich in sugar, which could be ex- 
tracted at a profit. The King at once 
ordered elaborate experiments to see 
what could be done. West Incia plant- 
ers offered 200,000 thalers to suppress 
the discovery, but failed to accomplisna 
their purpose. At that time the world’s 
output of sugar was 200,000 tons. 

At the end of anotser century Ger- 
many is agitated at the prospect of 
losing in the United States what is 
almost her best customer for beet su- 
gar. The New York Mail and Ex- 
press says: “Germany has reason for 
the publicly expressed alarm at the 
effect upon the beet-sugar’ industry 
through the threatened loss of the 
United States as a market. This coun- 
try has been one of Germany's largest 
customers, probably the next largest to 
Great Britain and Russia, but our im- 
ports of beet sugar’ have been decreas- 
ing since the Dingley tariff went 
into effect. The immediate cause of the 
discussion of the question in the Prus- 
eian Diet is the growth of the beet- 
sugar production in this country. At- 
tention to this has been caused by the 
acquisition of some of the beet-sugar 
Plants by the American Sugar Trust. 
It is now wel! understood that the de- 
velopment of the sugar beet requires a 
liberal expenditure of capital, as well. 
as expert regard to soil and climate. 
This prospect of its organized enlarge- 
ment by a rich and powerful corpora- 
tion has seriously disturbed the Prus- 
sian Minister of Agriculture. 

“There is, however, another cause 
for German apprehension that. this 
country will absorb less and less of the 
German output. The cane fields of 
Cuba will now be cultivatea by Ameri-. 
can energy. Through investment of 
capital their area and their vield will 
be enormousl+} increased. It has been 
calculated that in the course of ten 
years the Cuban sugar crop can be 
made equal to the present total con- 
sumption of the United States. The 
annexation of Hawaii is also likely to 
be followed by a larger output of raw 
sugar there. Under these conditions 
there is reason to believe that the 
American refineries will in the future 
be able to supply themselves almost 
wholly by imports from Cuba and with 
our increasing domestic growth of the 
Sugar beet. 

“The view that the German sugar 
srowers can only be saved from fu- 
ture disaster by increasing the home 
consumption is doubtless correct. But 
that can only be done by lessening the 
excise tax, thus depriving the govern- 


ment of a considerable source of rey- 
enue.” 


COLONIAL DEPENDENCIES. In 
view of territorial expansion on the 
part of the United States, the treasury 
has issued a circular giving informa- 
tion as to “the colonies, protectorates, 
and dependencies of the world, their 
area, population, revenues and com- 
merce, and the share of the mother 
country in their commerce.” ; 

The colonies, protectorates and re- 
pendencies of the world number 126. 
They occupy two-fifths of the land sur- 
face of the globe, and their population 
is one-third of the entire people of the 
earth. Their total imports average 
$1,500,000,000 worth of goods annually, 
and of this vast sum more than 40 per 
cent. is pyrchased from the mother 
country. Of their exports, which con- 
siderably exceed their imports, 40 per 
cent. goes to the mother country. 
Large sums are annually expended in 
the construction of roads, canals, rail- 
ways, telegraphs, postal service, 
school, etc., but in most cases the 
present anual expenditures are pro- 
duced by local revenues or are repre- 
sented by local obligations. The reve- 
nues of the ‘British colonies in 1898 
were £151,000,000, and their expedi- 
tures £149,000,000. While the public 
debt in the more important and active 
of these communities aggregates a large 
sum, it is represented by canals, irriga- 
tion and other public improvements in- 
tended to stimulate commerce and pro- 
duction, the railroads in the British 
colonies alone aggregating 55,000 miles. 

Of the 126 colonies, protectorates, de- 
pendencies and “spheres of influence” 
which make up the total list, two-fifths 
belong to Great Britain, their area (in- 
cluding the native feudatory states of 
India) being one-half of the grand total 
of colonial territory and their popula- 
tion considerably more than one-half 
the grand total of colonial population. 


France is next in order in number, area |} 


and population of colonies, ete., though 
the area controlled by France is but 
about one-third that of Great Britain, 
and the population of her colonies less 
than one-sixth of those of, Great Bri- 
tain. Commerce between the successful 
colonies and their mother countries is 
in nearly all cases placed upon prac- 
tically the same basis as that with 
other countries, goods from the home 
countries receiving in the vast majority 
of cases no advantage over those from 
other countries in import duties and 
other exactions of this character. In 
the. more prosperous and progressive 
colonies the percentage of importations 
from the mother cquntries grows some- 
what less.as the business and prosper- 
ity.increase. The chief British colo- 
nies in North America (Canada an 
Newfoundland) which in 1871 took +3 
per cent. of their importations from the 
me country, took in 1896 less than 30 
per cent. from Great Britain; those of 
Bouth Africa (Cape Colony and Nata}) 
which in 1871 took 83 per cent. from the 
home country, took but 71 per cent. in 
1896; those of Australia and the adja- 
cent islands, which in 1876 took 48 per 
cent from the home country, in 1896 
teok but 40 per cent. The French «ol- 
onies now take from the home country 
about 42 per cent. of their total imports 
while the British colonies obtain about 
40 per cent. of their total imports from 
the home country.

Fighter’s Story—Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt on His Way to 
Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 20. ~— [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Rich placer diggings have been 
discovered by Mexican prospectors at a place 
fifteen miles-north of Asuncion Bay, Lower 
California. The diggings are eighty miles 
south of Calmalli, or about three hundred 
and eighty miles south of San Diego. Don 
Emiliano Ibarra, the leading man in that d s- 
trict, has gone to investigate the new ground. 
Reports have been received there that Diego 
Mufioz, the miner who discovered the dig- 
gings, got $125 the first day, and developed 
ground running from 25 cents to $4 per pan. 
Nuggets wefghing as high as $75 were picked 
up on the ground after the rain—the first rain 
that has fallen for five years, and the heav- 
lest ever known there? There is said to be 
plenty of water now for washing dirt, but it 
is not likely to last long. 


The schooner Anita, which brought the 
news, also brought to Ensenada Urbano Vaz- 
quez, a Mexican policeman, who shot and 
killed José Suarez, a customs inspector, at 
Calmalli. They were both enamored of a 
woman, and in quarreling about her Vazquez 
suddenly pulled out a revolver and. shot 
Suarez in the abdomen. Vazquez was 
promptly arrested by David Saunders, an- 
other policeman, who took him to Ensenada 
prison. 

SAW HARD FIGHTING. 

J. W. Master, late a private in Co. D, First 
California Infantry, returned yesterday from 
Manila, being discharged on account of sick- 
ness. He saw the hard fighting in the 
trenches at Camp Dewey, and there con- 
tracted fever. He brings back a fine collec- 
tion of curios, photos, war relics, etc. 
‘“Aguinaldo cannot rely on more than 12,000 
men,”’ he said. ‘The 1eason for this is that 
the tribes fight among themselves. Aguinaldo 
is a Tagalo, and can depend upon his own 
men only. He claims to have 45,000 men, but 
this is counting in all the warring factions 
that are harder to hold together than a band 
of monkeys. 

“Talk about civilizing those 
teaching them self-government! e idea is 
preposterous. They are not as fit for self- 
government as the North American Indian. 
They are not as solid and responsible as our 
Indians. They have the cruelty, treachery, 
ignorance, superstition and craft of the Ma- 
lay, Japanese and Indian combined. I saw 
Aguinaido a number of times. He thinks 
more of himself than anybody else does. He 
geis his shrewdness from the Japanese strain 
in his blood. He is undoubtedly a crafty 
person, in his way, but his way is ignorant 
and little to be feared as against civilized 
He evidently thinks that the force 
of Americans at Manila is about al! this 
country can raise. The majority of the tribes- 
men are armed only with spears, bows and 
arrows. Some few have weapons that they 
captured from the Spaniards, and others have 
arms that Dewey gave them in the early 
days of the war. But only the priests can 
prevail on the tribesmen to pool their issues, 
and the priests are not noted for their valor.

stating that the suits which had been filed 
in the City Recorder's court against certain 
drug-store men, were the result of no inten- 
tional violation of law on the part of the 
druggists. The communication further said 
that the alleged violations of the law arose 
out of an assumption on the part of the drug- 
gists that the city liquor ordinance was in- 
tended to be construed in connection with 
and as a part cf the county ordinance. After 
further expressing a desire to work in har- 
mony with the wishes of the board, and a 
villingness to conform to the spirit and in- 
tent of any resolution adopted by the board 
limiting the privileges of druggists within 
such bounds as would be just and within the 
leg timate scope and province of the ordinary 
Crug business, the communication requested 
that the suits which had been instituted be 
dismissed. 

The communication from the druggists was 
filed. The board adopted a resolution, as 
recommended by the committee of the whole, 
bearing on the matter. The resolution, after 
reciting in part the contents of the druggists’ 
communication, declared as follows: ‘That 
it is not the wish of this board to act other- 
wise than in an equitable manner with said 
druggists and to the best interests of the 
town; that the intention of the board is that 
said druggists may under the general mer- 
chandise license sell spirituous, malt and 
mixed liquors when prescribed by a physician 
duly authorized to practice medicine under 
the laws of the State of California, and not 
otherwise.”’ 

The resolution. which was adopted as a 
whole, went on to authorize the City Attorney 
to dismiss the civil suits pending in the City 
Recorder’s court against certain druggists for 
the sale of liqucr. and to request recom- 
mendations from the keepers of the drug 
stores as to the provisions to be inserted in 
a new ordinance regulating the sale of liquor 
by druggists. 

The board. canceled the saloon license which 
had been held_by F. ©. Jones for the east 
side of Second street, north of Utah avenue, 
and granted a petition of F. 0. Jones for a 
transfer of the-ealoon license on the westerly 
corner of Second and Utah avenue from John 
Wack to himself. 

An ordinance was adopted fixing water rates 
for the ensuing year. The rates are said to 
be substantially the same as those fixed by 
the ordinance which has been in force during 
the past year.
